NEW BILL WOULD AID ! 
LIBRARY SERVICE IN 
RURAL ALABAMA 


Montgomery— A bill oR pro- 
poses to provide library Service 
to the 1,127,100 Alabamians who 
would not otherwise have access | 
to a free public library, has been 
introduced in the Federal senate 
by Senator Lister Hill and two 
other Senators, | 

The announcement was made 
by Shirley Brother, Federal re- 
lations Chairman of the Ala- 
bama Library Association. 

Passage of the bill would mean | 
that Alabama could receive fed- } 
eral grants of $40,000 annually | 
for five years. This money would 
be used to set up good demons- 
trations of library service in the 
“bookmobile” area of the state, 

Twenty Alabama counties do! 
not have public libraries within 
their borders, 

Alabama could also receive ad- 
ditional funds ranging from $40- 
000 to $100,000 annually on a 
matching basis. 

A similar bill was introduced 
by Hill in the Senate of the 80th 
Congress but was not approved 
by the House before its adjourn- 
ment.

Most of Alabamas cotton acre- 
age is planted to three or four 
recommended varieties, As a re- 
sult, 98 per cent of her cotton is 
15-16-inch or longer.
